Ou  the  day  that  Lord  Collingwood  breathed 
hi*  last  the  Mediterranean  was  tumultu¬ 
ous  ;  tboee  elements  which  had  been  the 
scene  of  has  past  glories  rose  and  fell  in 
swelling  undulations  and  seemed  aa  if  rock¬ 
ing  him  to  deep.

General  Wayne  died  at  Fort  Presque  Isle, 
now  the  seat  of  Erie,  Pa.,  and  wa*  buried 
there. 

Iu  HU’*,  the  family  obtained  permission 
lo  remove  hi*  remains  to  Chester  County. 
The  remaiua  were  found  iu  a  stale  of  semi- 
petrification,  and  heavy. 

Kuowmg  that  it  would  be  impossible  to 
to  the  sou  to  carry  the  body  to  Cheater 
County  in  that  condition,  Doctor  Wallace 
determined  to  remove  the  fiesh  from  the 
bone*.  This  was  done  by  boiling,  and  the 
Use  of  knives. 

The  bone  of  General  Wayne  Here  then 
carefully  packed  iu^  convenient  form,  and 
were  delivered  to  the  sou  ou  his  arrival. 
He  wes  not  informed  of  the  operation  that 
had  bean  performed.  He  returned  with 
the  box  lo  Chester  County,  where  the  con¬ 
tents  were  bur  ed  with  appropriate  cere- 
mouieo. 

A  fine  monument,  commemorative  of  the 
dead  hero  end  hi*  died*,  was  subsequently 
erected  at  the  grave.  The  further  remains 
were  re-interred  at  Fort  Presque  Isle,  die- 
covered  some  years  ago  in  a  box  bearing 
the  general’s  name,  and  a  stone  was  erected 
there.  So  General  Wayua  is  buried  iu  two 
places.

Anrioi,  the  celclifujnl  French  ch»wn, 
whose  < tenth  wo*  announced  recently,  in  the 
colnmns  >>f  the  P-trisi.tu  pr  -a*,  w  i*  a  ut*:t  of 
r>’nu»rk  ihle 'courage.  co<  .lues*  and  ready  wit. 
D’tiaug  one  of  H:n  prof,  ssiou^tl  toura  in  lius- 
cia  he  got  iuto  a  Hcntpe.  fro>u  which,  how¬ 
ever.  hi*  presence  of  mind  enabled  him  to 
extricate  himself  triuiaplumtly.  He  had 
beeu  engaged,  while  at  S(.  Petersburg,  to 
perform  at  a  private  entertainment  given  by 
a  Venltby  nobleman  resident  of  the  Basil 
Island.  It  was  in  the  depth  of  winter,  and 
the  Neva  was  frozen  hard.
